Mr. Henderson stated that the 
Government is in negotiation with 
the Chinesg Government for the 
return of the accumulated and 
future instalments of the Boxer 
Indemnity to the Chinese Govern- 
ment, on terms in harmony with 
the report of the Advisory Com- 
mittee set up in 1925, 

A draft agreement had, said Mr. 
Henderson, been reached between 
the British Minister (Sir Miles 
Lampson) and the Chinese For- 
cign Minister (Dr. C. 'T. Wang) 
for the consideration of bath Gov- 
ernmenta, 

Mr, Henderson added that he 
Was now awaiting the text of ‘this 
draft agreement. 

Replying to questions, Mr. Hon- 
derson stated that go far as he was. 
aware, there was no default. in 
the payment. of interest on the De- 
bentures of the former British 
Concession in Hankow, except. in 
respect of the interest for the first 
half of 1927, which was paid in 
depreciated notes of the Hankow 
Central Bank, 

Answering another question, 
Mr, Henderson said he had receiy- 
ed no communication from British 
missionary societies in recard to 
extrality in China.—Reuter and

History of Action. 


Detailing the history- of the 
action, Mr, Potter said that on 
February 14, 1927, an originating 
summons was taken out by Mr. 
Shenton, the executor, and this was 
heard by Mr. Justice Wood who 
was acting Chief Justice at that 
time. The. questions raised includ- 
‘ed the appropriation of funds, and 
the setting aside of trust funds. 

Judgment was given on July 21, 
1927, laying it down that the in- 
come payable ‘ay interest was at 
the rate of elght per cent. per an- 
num, calculated from the time of 
the death of Sir Paul Ghater.. The 
judgment was submitted to the 
Full Court of Appeal which re- 
versed it, on the ground that the 
question of interest did not arise 
and that in any event it was 
governed by Clause 7 of the will. 

Mr. Potter pointed out that there 
had been no appeal te the Privy 
Council and that the time for an 
appeal had long since passed 
unless the Privy Council granted 
special leave. The Court now 
sitting had no power to extend the 
time limit for an appeal to the 
Privy Council.
